‘Tax interesting Reply of the Board of 
Revenue to a Memorial from Li Hung- 
chang which contained certain proposals 
for the benefit of the China Merchants’ 
Company, exhibits that national under- 
taking, for so we may call it, in the 
position which foreigners have been 
accustomed to seo itin, The Memorial 
refers to a state of matters twelve 
months ago, but that scarcely dimin- 
ishes its interest. Originally started 
with the view of making a serious 
inroad on the river and coast shipping 
trade, the China Merchants’ Company 
has from the first been chiefly an 
official concern and has been the sub- 
ject of maladministration. It’s mis- 
management, and worse, were long 
the reproach of those in whose hands 
the Company was for several years. 
Only & part of tho earnings of tho 
steamers reached the coffers of the 
Company, and to keep the line going 
heavy loans wore raised from native 
bankers. The Company was for several 
years buying experience, and if some 
of this was not such as foreign lines 
had to acquire, it was probably not 
worse than it would have had to learn 
in any other enterprise which was 
left to the usual corrupt practices 
of mandarins and their followers. Some 
years ago, about the time when tho 
fleet and property of the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company were pur- 
chased, the official element in the man- 
agement of this Company.was got rid 
of and it came under what was called 
mercantile direction. The Direction 
was, if not altogether, chiefly composed 
of Chinese who as compradores of 
foreign firms had gained some know- 
ledge of Western ways of doing busi- 
ness. Bat they had also caught the 
fever of inflation which in one form or 
another so often ruins western mer- 
chantsand theircommercial orindustrial 
undertakings, The China Merchants’ 
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Company went ahead too much and too 
fast, especially baving regard to the 
fact that it was chiefly working on bor- 
rowed money. Undoubtedly the re- 
forms in expenditure and management 
which the commercial or compradoric 
Directors introdaced some six or seven 
years ago inspired many Chinese capi- 
talists with more confidence in the Com- 
pany, and considerable subscriptions 
were obtained here and at the other 
ports for the new capital which was 
then raised. That was just before the 
outbreak of the last speculative mania, 
the bursting of which laid low so many 
Chinese banksand operators of all kinds, 
and since then the Company has had to 
contend with bad times, the cessation of 
its business during the troubles with 
France, and probably other troubles not 
so evident to the public. It has been 
fraudulently dealt with by some of its 
officials, and greatly mismanaged by 
others but at the same time its lot has 
beon cast in bad times oftener than has 
been the fortane of other shipping com- 
panies, evil or indifferent a8 that may 
have beon. 

Tho fact now remains that the China 
Merchants Company owes the Govern- 
ment a good deal of money which it is 
unable to repay with that promptitade 
which is so desirable in the eyes of 
officials in every part of the world, Li 
Hang-chang, one of whose projects for 
the injury of foreigners in China the 
Company originally was, memorin- 
lised the Throne in favour of certain 
privileges and lenient terms of repay- 
ment of advances being granted. The 
Board of Revenue takes, naturally, a 
more severe view of the duty of the Com- 
pany than.the Viceroy, and lays down 
some excellent business axioms which 
we hope will do good to the 
present directors and managers. It 
also proposes the periodical repayment 
of advances, and this too is excellent 
in theory and founded on the best moral 
and commeroial principles; but whether 
the Directors will be able to fulfil them 
is another question. For though we 
believe the management of the Com- 
pany has beon better during the last 
two years than it ever was before, and 
the prospects of business seem brighter 
than in recent times, the opposition 
which the company will encounter on 
the coast will be keener and more diffi- 
cult to meet than what they it has 
had to encounter in the past. Consider- 
ing the immense fall which has taken 
place in the cost of building and equip- 
ping steamers, it may fairly be expected 
that many of the old craft which are 
out here, and that are ran at charges 
far above those which are necessary for 
the new and cheaper steamers, will be 
superseded. This will increase the 
difficulties of the Ching Merchants, 








Company, and of others, and make it 
less of a paying concern than it has 
been, to the shareholders. The benefits 
from the new scale of government 
freights will somewhat help the Com- 
pany,—and are not likely to injare 
foreign shipowners to any great ex- 
tent,—bat it is to its earnings as 
common carriers which it must look, 
and to the amount of these to i 
duco confidence in it as a commer- 
cial concern on the part of Chinese 
capitalists. The suggestion of Li Hung- 
chang that the Government should 
postpone calling for repayment of its 
advances, until at least a portion of its 
Joan has been cleared off, has practically 
been acceded to by the Government, 
and thus an actual or a possible diffi- 
calty bas been removed, and the Com- 
pany can now consolidate and improve 
its position. This was the wisest course, 
if for no other reason, though there are 
others which are apparent, than that in 
the event of a bad season eating up the 
resources of the Company official sup- 
port would have become necessary in 
some form or another. The less the 
official element has to do with its 
management, in any way whatever, 
the botter for its shareholders. It 
is not to the general intorest of 
foreigners that the Company should 
be unsuccessful. No doubt its com- 
petitors would be glad to see it fail, 
but foreign merchants would reap this 
advantage from its success that Chinese 
capitalists would be thereby induced 
to invest their money in enterprises 
which would open up their conntry and 
lead to a extension of the imporé and 
exporttrade, ‘There are ways in which 
the Chinese could do this that are

We have written so often and so 
fally in Inte years on the advantages to 
be derived from the opening of Chung- 
king to foreign trade that we need do 
nothing more than endorse what the 
Times says on the subject. Undoubtedly 
it is the one feasible way, wo can om- 
ploy, of opening middle China still 
further to our commerceand it is 
not ouly singular but somewhat dis- 
oreditable to foreign enterprise that 
the stipulation in the Ohefoo Con- 
vention on the fulfilment of which 
foreigners would be allowed to reside 
at Chungking hns not long ago been 
complied with. The expeditions which 
were beguu last year to survey the up- 
por river were frustrated by the Chinese 
authorities, but such veiled opposition 
as they offered would disnppear before 
determined endenyours on the part 
of foreigners to obtain the full bes 
fit of the Cbefoo Converition. The 
opposition may have arisen actely from 
the obstructiveness of the official class, 
or, as we have heard from usually well 
informed people, it was, if not origin 
ated, seoretly supported for some ends 
of his own by ono of the liberal minded 
statesmen up north from whom for- 
eigners expect eo much, And it may 
be, that for purely business reasons 
some of those who appeared to be 
desirous for the survey wore not 
auxious that it should be allowed. The 
practicability of uavigating the rapide 
has been supported by, we believe, 
every writer who las travelled on 
the Upper Ynngteze, and surveys 
are only necessary to determine the 
most snitable sort of steamer.

MODERN WAR SHIPS, 
WE give to-day some extracts froma 
lecture on Modern War Ships delivered 
hy Mr. W. H. White, Director of naval 
construction to the British navy. The 
lecturer began by saying that the 
ironolnd 
reconstruction of navy 
began, had witnessed grenter changes 
than had taken place in the whole 
previous history of war ship buil 
‘The reconstruction of the wavy into 
steamships was in fall swing when the 
Emperor Napoleon ordered the Gloire, 
the first ironclad frigate, to be bu 
In the century and a half preceding 
these chauges, the progress in naval 
shipbuilding lad been very slow. 
Vessels remained long effective; the 
Royal William, built originally in 1670, 
was not broken up until 1813, aud 
Neleon’s Victory wns forly years old 
when she fought at Trafalgar. The 
Fretoh began with couverting ordinary 
wooden frigates, by protecting them 
with 44 inches of iron, and the English 
Admiralty by building the Warrior on 
an enticely uovel design of uupree

We lave received o bandsome. quarto 
pamphlet of 36 pages, published at 
Sydues, N.S,W., on British New Guinea, 
It is illustrated’by a number of some. 
what rough, but very effective litho. 
grnphio views in and round our posses 
sion on that island, and contains au, 
account of the mail contract lately 
made between Messrs. Burns, Philp & 
Co., Limited, who the pamphlet, 
and the High Oommissioner of British 
Now Guinen; a dinry, very pleasently 
written, of a voyage to the island aud 
its ports; a historical notice; and a 
the geography, geology, eto. 
d. ‘There is one novelty in 
the mail contract, ivasmuch as the con- 
tractors undertake not only to oarry 
maile and cargo between Australia aud 
Now Guiues, but aleo to establish 
ing stations along the coast; and they 
biud themselves to carry no passenger 
not provided with permit or passport, 
and guarantee that no passenger brought 
by them sball beoome a burden upon 
the Government ; the object being to 
keep ont loafers and beachoombers, 
who would either live upon and demo~ 
ralise the uativer, or have to be sup. 
ported, or seut away, by the Commis. 
sioner, The author of the account of 
the voyage, Mc. F. G. Waley, writes 
most enthusiastically of the istaud. He

de volaille aus truffes, or mayonnaise de 
homard & la Maison Dorée.” It is a 
little surprising to read how many 
stations have been already opened, and 
how muoh trade is still to be done with 
the natives, whose characteristics are 
anid to bo “energy, intelligence, marke 
ed features, love of Inughter, and 
omonstrativeness.” ‘The ovautry pro- 
duces an immense quantity of cocoa. 
nut, béche-de-mor, sago, nulmege, 
valuable gums, rattaus, andcedar. Rice 
sould be ensily grown there, ‘The 
scouery is mngnifieut, and the western 
portion of our possessions is provided 
with numerous navigable rivers, New 
Guinon was actually anuexed to tho 
British Crown by officers of the Enst 
India Company in 1793, aud « company 
of soldiers was stationed ou one of the 
ontlying islands, but the home Govern- 
mont disapproved the anuexation. In 
1873, Onptain Moresby, after whom 
the principal port is now named, hoisted 
the British fing on some of the islands 
lying off the enst coast of New Guinen, 
and wanted to annex the whole island, 
but again the government refused its 
consent, aud we lave tow to be cot 
tent with less than a third of the island, 
the Sonth-east portion, the Germane 
having taken the North-enst, and the 
Dutoh the Wost of New Guinen, ‘The 
grent drawback to progress among the 
natives has been hitherto their ignor- 
ance of the use of metals. To clear the 
douse sorub previously to laying out 
gardens, to out timber to build houses, 
and to fell and hollow out tree tranks 
for canoes, the only agents they pos- 
sessed wero fire aud stone; but civilisa- 
tion brought them the steel tomahawk, 
and owing to it “their gardens are 
now namerous, canoes plentiful, aud 
social condition greatly ameliorated. 
By a ourious irony of fate, this is the 
wenpon usually selected by the Papuan, 
with charaoteristic ingratitude, when 
he wishes to destroy his white bene- 
fuctor.” Bat the author owns, that 
wherever a village or a tribe has been 
promptly punished for the murder of a 
whiteman,thecountry hasbeen perfeotly 
cafe afterwards. He is couvinced that
